Feasibility of Establishing a Perma¬ 
nent Union of American Students.” 
America needs such a union. With 
the wheel now set in motion, it is 
quite possible that she will soon get 
it. 

Delegates from 36 States attended 
the conference. The number of 
colleges and universities represented, 
was over 200. The World Court 
problem was settled with a landslide 
vote favoring our nation’s entering

Contracts for construction of the 
new School for the Deaf at Grand 
Boulevard and Henrietta Street were 
let last night by the Board of Edu¬ 
cation at its monthly meeting. The 
school will have capacity for 200 pu¬ 
pils and will coast $311,131 when 
complete in about a year, according 
to R. M. Milligan, Commissioner of 
School Buildings, whose recommen¬ 
dations for awarding the contracts 
were approved by the board. 

The board voted to send a paint¬ 
ing of the school to Emil J. Barth, 
member of the board, and former 
president of the Gallaudet Patrons 
Association, who before his election 
to the board, was active in urging 
construction of a new building for 
teaching deaf and dumb children. 
Richard Murphy, former chairman 
of the Committee on School Build¬ 
ings, also was active in behalf of the 
school, saying the old Gallaudet 
School at 3437 Henerietta Avenue, 
was antiquated. 

Both method* of educating the 
deaf and dumb, the oral or lip read¬ 
ing method, and the manual or sign 
language, will be employed at the 
new achool, which, according to 
Murphy, will be one of the finest of 
its kind in the United States.— St.

It has become our sad duty to re¬ 
cord the death of Shelby Wynne 
Harris, one of the most prominent 
and best known men in the State of 
Mississippi. The termination of 
the life of one who had every pro¬ 
mise of doing a world of good for his 
fellowmen, came at the hour of eight 
on the morning of the 26th of No¬ 
vember, 1925, at the Sanatorium 
where the State Hospital for the 
Prevention and Cure of Tuberculosis 
is located, a place Mr. Harris called 
his home for five years Here did 
he struggled against the inroads of 
the dreaded disease, all to no avail. 

The remains were brought to 
Jackson in the Tom E. Taylor Un¬ 
dertaking Co. ambulance, and pre¬ 
pared for burial at Cedarlawn Ceme¬ 
tery, it being Mr. Harris’ special 
wish that he be buried from the Mis¬ 
sissippi School for the Deaf, and that 
his remains be allowed to repose al 
most within the shadow of theschool, 
which he loved from the bottom of 
his heart. The funeral took place 
as he wished, from the school on the 
27th, a goodly number of people be¬ 
ing present. The Rev. Dr. Walter 
B. Capers, rector of St. Andrew’s 
Episcopal Church, assisted by the 
Rev. H. L. Tracy, who interpreted 
the service in the sign language for 
the benefit of the many deaf people 
who were present to pay their last 
respects to their beloved friend, con¬ 
ducted the obsequies. One of the 
touching incidents of the funeral 
was the rendering in beautiful signs 
of “ Nearer, My God, to Thee,” by 
Miss Ruby Moore, Miss Sadie Stovall 
singing and Miss Bessie Pugh ac¬ 
companying on the piano. 

The pallbearers were: Richmond 
S. Dobyns, A. J. Sullivan, J. W. 
McCandless, George C. Harms, Fred 
W. Anderson and Leland Maxwell 
The older pupils were allowed to 
accompany the remains to the ceme¬ 
tery, where they saw the grave liter¬ 
ally covered with an embankment 
of beautiful flowers, which were the 
gift of the M. A. D., the teachers 
and officers, the Lawrence and Burt 
Clubs, and numerous friends in the 
city. 

Mr. Harris wa* born at Cleveland, 
Miss., October 5th, 1889, and was 
therefore 30 years, 1 month and 21 
days old at the time of his death 
He lost his hearing when three years 
old, spinal meningitis being the 
cause. 

He entered the Mississippi School 
for the Deaf at the age of eight and 
remained for ten years, graduating 
in 1907 at the head of his class. In 
the fall of that year he entered the 
Introductory Class at Gallaudet 
College, where he continued his 
studies till he graduated in 1912, 
with the degree of Bachelor of Arts. 
In the fall of that year he was ap 
pointed head teacher in his alma 
mater and editor of th« school 
journal, continuing as such till 1018, 
when failing health caused him to 
resign and go to Colorado in an 
effort to regain it, but after a stay of 
of two years he returned to his native 
State and sought admission to the 
celebrated Sanatorium, where he 
remained for five year*. 

Mr. Harris was a devotee of all 
sports among the pupils here and was 
especially interested in the members 
of the Lawrence Clnb, devoting much 
of his time in the club room and en¬ 
couraging the members in all good 
work, _ I 

He never lost interest in national 
affairs among the deaf, remaining to 
the very last a* a member of the Na 
tional Association of the Deaf, the Na 
tional Fraternal Society of the Deaf, 
and last but by no means leaat, the 
Mississippi Association of the Deaf of 
which he was frequently honored by 
being elected to responsible offices. 

Shelby W. Harris is dead, but he 
will live in the memory of all who 
came under the influence of his 
sterling character, and all wiU ever 
recall his exemplary life. Hi* was 
a clear proof that the lack of hearing 
and speech are no bar to the deaf in 
the acquisition of a fine command of 
the English Language, and that 
priceless knowledge which we all 
crave to attain.— Mississipptan.

Editor Journal:— I have wished for 
some time to venture a reply to the open 
letter of Mr*. Howard L. Terry, printed in 
the October 22d, issue of the Journal; but 
press of other work kept me from doing so 
until now. In that letter Mr*. Terry ask* 
the question: "Can the Pennsylvania 

Society for the Advancement of the Deaf 
show as many truly educated men and wo 
men with the acompanying qualities of lead 
ership and success, as was the case formerly 
before Pennsylvania became the'lamented 
“hot-bed of oralism”? 

Let us consider that question. It is now 
about twenty-five years since the Mt. Airy 
School became an oral school. Actually, It 
is less, since it took years before the manual 
pupils were all graduated, and the school be 
came purely oral. Assuming the average 
age at graduation of the oral pupils to be 
about seventen, then it indicates that the 
present average age of the older graduates in 
the oral class is 40 to 45 years, which 
is in fact the case. I think no one will dis¬ 
agree with me when I say this is still a com¬ 
paratively youthful age, and that only ex 
ccptional men generally have attained dis¬ 
tinction at so early a period of life. How- 
eve r, the Pennsylvania Society numbers 
many members who are of about this age 
and were orally educated, and has chosen 
upon its Board of Trustees of the Home for 
Aged and Infirm Deaf such representative 
deaf men as: D. Ellis Lit; John A. Roach 
and George T. Sanders. The Home is now 
headed by another oral graduate, Mr. J. A 
McIIvalne. 

The Society has oralists upon its Board of 
Managers also. Messrs. W. M. Smaltz and 
A. S. McGhee, secretary and treasurer re 
spectivcly.’are oral graduates. Of the twelve 
members of the Board, seven are oral gra¬ 
duates. Surely this does not indicate any 
lack of ability among the oral graduates. 
The Society is not deteriorating but quite 
the opposite. It is even now truimphant- 
)y financing the largest Home for the Aged 
Deaf .in the country. It has with equal 
facility promoted the Interests of the deaf 
of the State in the matter of driving mo¬ 
or vehicles, of compulsory education, of 
provision for higher education of the deaf, 
etc. 

Let It not be supposed that because these 
oral graduate* are more concerned to do 
constructive labor In the Interests of the deaf 
than they are to write l.p.f. articles and 
otherwise engage In destructive critidsm, that 


they are not “well educated” or possessed 
of “qualities of leadership.” Philadelphia is 
proud in having the greatest school for the 
deaf, the largest Home for the Deaf and the 
largest and most beautiful church for the 
deaf in America. The Home is headed by 
an oralist, the church is headed' by an 
oralist, and we contentedly allow that the 
school is also headed by an able oral supers 
intendent. While other dties, particularly 
those which have a pronounced atmosphere 
of manualism, may exhibit their dub rooms 
dedicated to pleasure and the killing of time, 
Philadelphia is content to persist in laboring 
for more substantial things. And what is 
true of Philadelphia Is largely true of the 
entire State. But of course, school, church, 
and charity are “lesser objects” to Mrs. 
Terry, who is able to see only the “colossal 
educational evil” of pure oralism. 

Lest 1 be classed as “uneducated,” I ven¬ 
ture to sign myself.

National Association of the Deaf. 

To the Members of the National 
Association of the Deaf:—An chair¬ 
man of the Law Committee of the 
Association, I extend members a 
cordial invitation to present to the 
Committee either directly or through 
the press, suggested amendments to 
the laws of the Association. Of 
course it is presumed that the 
amendments will have in view the 
strengthening of the Association 
and its upbuilding fob the future 
Many are convinced that the As 
sociation needs a home office, with 
well-paid employees and executives 
Some would like to incorporate the 
plan of defraying the expenses of 
delegates to conventions. 

The question arises as to how 
these arrangements may be financed 
Some believe that dues should be 
raised. Others believe that the in 
come from a large endowment fund 
is the most feasible plan. At pre 
sent the Association has two ways 
of increasing the Endowment Fund 
There is the $10.00 received from 
every life member. This $10.00 
goes into the Fund and only the in 
come from it may be used fof cur¬ 
rent expenses. Then there is the 
graduated scheme of fees, whereby 
when the Endowment Fund reaches 
he sum of $10,000, the present ini¬ 
tiation fee is increased from $1.00 
to $2.00, and the yearly due are re¬ 
duced from 50 cents to 35 cents 
when the Fund reaches $30,000 
initation fees become $3.00 and dues 
20 cents; when the Fund passes the 
$40,000 mark, fees are $4.00 and 
dues 10 cents; and finally upon the 
Fund reaching $50,000, dues are 
adolished and initation fees are $5.00 
Thus at this time a life member¬ 
ship is practically $5.00. This lat 
er plan has never been tried the 
Fund has not reached $10,000, but 
it will come into play shortly, 

Do you believe that second plan 
of reducing yearly dues and increas 
ing initation fees for creating the 
Fund ? If the convention at Wash¬ 
ington succeeds in putting over the 
first $10,000, will other conventions 
follow suit ? Or is the plan too 
cumbersome and should it be modi¬ 
fied or done away with in favor of the 
$10.00 life membership idea? Do 
you think that we could with the 
income from a $50,000 Endowment 
Fund maintain a home office ? 

Do you think our present law 
reading, voting by proxy being 
permitted absent members ip good 
standing, should be changed ? 

Should our Association be enlarg¬ 
ed to incude members from Canada ? 

These and other questions con¬ 
cerning the guidance of our 
Association should furnish food for 
thought of individual members, and 
should form plenty of material for 
discussion in local branches of the 
N. A. D. As the committee must 
make its report in time for publica¬ 
tion at least sixty days before the 
date of the next convention, time is 
very short for suggestion to be sent 
through the Committee. However, 
changes in the laws may be made 
from the floor of the convention, 
the only difference being than then 
a four-fifths vote is needed in con 
trast to the two-thirds vote necessary 
for passage of amendments coming 
through the Law Committee. 

As its articles of incorporation 
state, the National Association of 
the Deaf, has been striving for years 
towards advancing the welfare of 
the deaf, and any proposed changes 
in the laws of the Association should 
always have that objective upper¬ 
most in mind.

GALLAUDET HOME, WAPPINGERS FALLS, 
NEW YORK. 

Elias Perkins, of Malone, N. Y., the 
one armed man, who came here to live 
on the fifteenth of last June, and who 
was born on the 9th of December, 
1835, died of pneumonia at ten o’clock 
on the morning of the 19th of Novem¬ 
ber. This aged man left Fanwood in 
1860. From the time he left Fan- 
wood until the time of his death, he 
never visited the metropolis or his 
Alma Mater. He was a semi-mute. 
He married and had two daughters, 
both of whom are living. One day, 
when he was thirty-two years of age, 
he had left arm nearly cut off while 
working in a sawmill. Somehow he 
had his arm too close to the whirling 
saw. He coolly went to a physician, 
who amputated his arm a few inches 
below the shoulder. This lamentable 
misfortune did not hinder Elias from 
working or earning his own living. 
While at work, if it was on the farm, 
he wore an artificial arm of his own in¬ 
vention, and so he was, with this de¬ 
vice, enabled to keep at whatever kind 
of a job he took up. At the great age 
of nearly eighty-seven, he was still 
quite vigorous and active. He seemed 
quite at home here and would do any 
kind of work he could do. He found 
pleasure in assisting Benjamin Friday, 
in raking the fallen autumn leaves in¬ 
to heaps. Mr. Perkins liked to joke, 
and was well liked by every one here¬ 
abouts. His funeral occurred on tb< 
21st of November. Rev. Kent offici 
ated. No friends or relatives of the 
deceased were present. The small 
wreath of elegant flowers on the coffir 
was purchased by the members of th< 
household, inmates, domestics, ser 
vants, and all. For a one-armed deal 
man like Elias Perkins, to be able tc 
make his own living and be the sole 
support of a wife and two children, L« 
something remarkable. Though won 
derfully and woefully handicapped a* 
he was, Mr. Perkins kept at his work 
for over half a century. His ashes lie 
in the small cemetery less than a 
fifth of a mile from this home. This 
cemetery is enclosed by a wire fence. 
In it are nearly forty graves. It is or 
rising ground on the farm belonging te 
this refuge.
